2. DEFINmONS: 

In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires;- 

(a) “accident” means an accident of the nature described 
in Section 82 A of the Indian Railway Act, 1890 (IX of 
1890) 

(b) "Schedule” means the schedule to these rules. 

(:) “ClaimtTribunal”m;anstheRailway ClaimsTribunal 
established under Section 3 of the Railway Claims 
Tabunal Act, 1937 (54 of 1987). 

PART-If 

CLAIMS FOR COMPENSATfON 

3. AMOUNT OF COMPENSATION 

(1) The amount of compensation payable in respect of 
death or injuries shall be as specified in the Schedule. 

(2) The amount ofcompcnsationpayablc for an injury not 
specified in Part If of :h; Schedule but which, in the opinion 
of the Claims Tribunal is such as to deprive a person of all 
eapadty to do any work, shall be rupees one lakh. 

(3) Taiamaunt ofeomomiationpayableinrespectof any 
injury(oth:r than an injnry specified imheSchedute or referred 
to Insub-rulc(2)resultmginpainand suffering,shallbe such 
as the Claims Tribunal may after taking into consideration 
■nedlcal evidence, besides other circumstances of the case, 

determine to be reasonable: 


Provided that if more than one injury i.s ca used by the same 
iccldeni, compensation shall be payable in respect of each 
such injury. 

Provided fuiihci that the total eompcnsr iion in respect of 
ill such injuries shall not exceed rupees twenty thousand. 


(4) Wlv:rc comp^nration has been paid for any injury 
whichis less than the amount which would have been payable 
ascompensalionif the injured per .'■on hod ditdand the peiton 
subsequently dies as a result of tire injury, a further compen¬ 
sation cqualto the difference be tweentlu i mount payrbK lor 
death and thatalrcady paid shall become payable. 

(5) Compensationforloss, destruction 01 dtteiioration of 
goods or animals shall bo paid to such extent as the Clainu 
Tribunal may, in all the circumstances of the case, determine 
to be reasonable.
